In claim 14 "the 
request is transparently intercepted by the transparent proxy" has not overcome the rejection either alone or in combination with 
Callaghan as indicated in claim 1. For at least the reasons mentioned above and the reasons cited in all the previous Office Actions, the 
prior arts of record taken alone or in combination teach, anticipate, suggest, or render obvious the claimed invention. 
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
